IR FIBET APPEARARCE 1N UUBLIC—A CELBSTIAL

PAGEAKT.

The firet appearance of the Empsror in
public was on Bunday last, The oocasion was
the performance of a filial ceremony devolving
upon the heira of departed emperors of the
Tartar dynasty of esnding to Moukden, the
anoient capital of their race in Mantohuria,the
archives of gach sncevseive reign of the Ta-

Teung emperors, A grand pavilion was
erected a the east gate of the prohibited oity
with a gaundy display of yellow satin, the fm-
perial color. Palutinga of dragons and many
eurious devices of the cunning Chicess artiats
were smployed to give an imposing effact to
tho imperlal pageant. The procession was
formed within the prohibited preclacts, the
emperor accompanying it only to the paviiion |
imwediately onteide the gate, where hae bowad
before the image of his late father and the
archives of his reign as they passed on to the
eapital of his anceslors, gunarded by a select
body of the Mantchu Bavnermen. The archives
of the reign of his illustrions progenitor, Hien-
fang, need not have been very ponderons, as
he reigued only eleven years, and died in
exile at thirty. At the approach of the Brl-
tish and I'rench avmies in 1500, he left the
defense of hia capital to his troops, snd fl.d
to his summwer place at Zshol in Tartary, |
where be died, This .eeremony will not
voctiy agaln until alter the death of the présent
Emperor, and that in time it is hoped great
shavges will take place in China. If the litile
boy whose destiny it may be to rule over |

,000,000 of human beings shonld grow up
with liberal and enlightencd idsas, he may
exercise a {Jowvtlul influence on the happi-
mnegs of a large portion of the human race
and indirectly upon those with whom the):'
may have relations in commeres, iy politios,
in religion, and in social lfs. It woald ba
premature to indulge in any sanguine hopes
of his reign. It must be remembered that the
first impressions of Lis ohlldhood are the terror
of an invading army, the barning of the snm-
mer palace of Yuen—Minynen, the flight into
Tartary, and the Bubscquent desth of his
father. These events way not have im-
pressed him with apy Tfriendly feelings
towards foreignerd, 8nd Lis education being
oonflned to the walla of the palace, among
women, priests, and enguohs, and the ener-
vating Infloence of a court ,are not favorabls
10 the development of a liberal foreign policy.
At least Petor the (freat did not get his edu-
eation in gnch & gohool. In-his name all the
ediots of the ewpire are issued and treatiss
with foreign powers made. Oar next Preal-
dential message will no doubt ocontsin a
grandlloquent rentence respecting **Oar rela-
tions with the Emperor of China.”

THR REOCOGN ILED HEAD OF THE GOVERNMESNT,

The recognized head of the Government
among foreiguers is the Prince of Kuog, an
muoole of the Bmperor and Presldent of the
Board of Foreign Affairs. The Prince ocams
prominently forward In 1800, when, as a last
resort, he was appoiuted lmperial Commis-
sloner to conclude a treaty with the allies,
who were then at the gates of Pekin. By

romptly conceding the terms dictated by

rd Bigin, pesco was made, the allled army
withdrawn, and the Mantcha dynasty given
anotber lease of the Chiness thrope. Prinoe
Kung is a good-looking mun, sbout forty years
of age, free and easy in manoers, sharp and
guick In conversation, aud preserves in his
deportment a little of the Ireedom and fire of
the old Tartar race. Ile fa probubly as friendly
to forelguers as any other prominent ofiolal fn
China, and that is po! saylog moch in Lis
favor.

It is a graond
stracture, erected on an immense altar of
marble coustruction, surrounded Ly balns-
trades of the same Mmaterial beantifnlly carved.
The grounds are a mile gquare, surronnded by
A bigh wall, and within the inelosure paved
walks, fiue avennes of trees, and grassy lawns
afford a delightful retreat from the dast of
Pekin, The bmlding is ciroular in form, and
has a three-story roof, ocovered with blne
enamelled tlles, surrounded by a large giit
ball, and is by far the most striking piece
of architectnre in the vicinity of Pekin., The
Emperors of Chioa formerly made an annusl
visit here for the purpose of worshipping the
invigible Giod, and the ceremonies were pre-
ceded by fasting thiee days in an adjoining
building, and were attended with burnt offer-
ings In the altar, which retains marks of the
eacrificial fires.
TEMPLE OF BARTH.

Oppoeite to ths Temple of Heaven, in a
similar enclosnre a mils square, ia the Temple
of Earth, dedicated to the worship of tha earth
and its produnots, or the (enins of Agrieal-
ture, where tradition says the Emperor for-
werly epcouraged that mnolle purznit by
l»lougbing and sowicg with his own hands;
mt it has been a long time sinoe plough or
hoa either have performed gervice at this
ghrine, as the whole place is in ruius, and the
ground so grown up with weeds and grass
that the walks are quite impassable. The
agricnltural implements on exhibition Lere
look a8 if they had been preserved in the ark.

LAMA TEMPLES.

The Lama tetnplee, or Lamicaries, are very
interesting to a stranger. The worship is
DPuddhist, nonder the leadership of the Grand
Lama of Thibet, who is the recognized head of
his religion, as the Pope is the head of the
Roman Catholic Chur:h. The priests are
mostly Mongolisns, and these establishments
are liberally pensioned by tha Chinese Gov-
ernment for reagons of state policy. Bome of
the Lamisaries contain over a thousand priests,
and theso are also nurseries of the order., I
was warned o! the danger to foreignera of
entering the sacred precinots of a Lama
temple, but founnd thew very clvil. The bell
was tollipg fer afternoon acrvice, and I was
politely shown to a seat. The oandles
wera burning on the altar, and directly
the house was filled with hundreds of priests,
dressed in yellow robss, wearing & cap of the
game color, shaped like a helmet, with a
camel’s hair {ringe arched over the top. As 1
did not nuderstand a word of the servics, my
mind was caplivated by the mnsic of the
chant, carried by hundreds of men and boys,
from the deepest bass to the finest tenor—its
gcale was enperior to anything I had linagined
posrible Lere. I was rewarded for my dovo-
tion by a sight of an image of Buddha, seven-
ty-five feet high, aud went away much im-
pressed by the earnestneas and gimplicity of
the Lama worship.

MOHANMEDAN MOSQUE.

A Mohammedan mosque also appears within
the imperial walls, and has a story go senti-
mental that it must bs extraneons to China,
A former emperor had a Persian wife, who
pined for something to remind her of her
pative land, as all hope of returning there
had been relinguished upon entering Ler im-
perial prizon, and to plesse the disconsolate
lady the emperor caunsed a mosqua to be
reared within gight of her palace windows,
that she mi‘ghl gaze upon the worship of the
Prophet. few of the faithful worship here,
88 China numbers among her snbjects large
populations of Mohammedans, It is remark-
able that the oldest religion in the world is
not repregsented here—a Jowish synagogue
may be found in almest any other capitalcity,

THE FOREIGN LECATIONS.

The foreign legutions established in Pekin
are the British, French, Russian, Amerisan,
Prossiap, and Bpanish, and thelr members,
with a few missionaries and the employés in
the Imperial Maritime Customs, form the For-
eign Society of Peking, nnmbering 100 or 160
Persons.

FEKIN HODSPS—STREETA—PUBLIC OONVEYANCRS,

A few hounses are bullt of brick; bat the
prevailing building materinl is the adobe, a sun-
dried brick, made in the same manoer as the
lsraelites made them for the Bgyptiana, The
roofs of the houses are gensrally coverad with
tiles, aud universally have the shape and in-
olination of a tent-cover—following the oustom
of their nomadic ancestors, who lived in tents.
Window glass 18 almost unknown in China,
oiled paper belpg used as a substitute, ad-
mittiog light dimly. The streets ars un-
paved, and very filthy, In wet weather they
are a gea of mud, aud in dry weather form a
bed of dust. The only publlo conveyances in
Pekin are covered oarta withont springsa—
stropg, unwicldy vebloles, made for endun-
rance more than comford, Ia fact, the torture
of riding in one of them through the rough,
unpaved streets or brokem highways ocan
never be deseribed. The passevger gets in
and gite oross-legged on pome omshions, with
| the curtain drawn in frout to prevent being
smothered wih the dust. A little windaew of
gauze on each side admits the only light to
cheer your mirery, sud you Jdesperately brage
yoursell against the aides or baok, expacting &

is not a single vehiocle on epriogs in Pekin,
snd with the present sireets and roads ome
would be quite uselese. The oarriaga which
Lord !dmrtnl;g brought the Eaperor as a
present from the Eoglish government im the
{ast century has never been used. Ladies and
men of rank or wealth are carried fo palan-
quins borue by ovolles. A Tekin oart cests as
much per bhour aé a eab In London, and a
palanquin with four ooolies is equal in expense
to & carriage in New York.

down. The question of allowing the ooal
mines to be opened is now belog disonsasd
and if their prejudics and superstidons voald
be avercome, & great resource wonld be oreated
snd employment given to an over-orowdsi
population.

MUDR OF ILLUMINATION.

The nee of gas is yet amystery to the Celes-
tinle, lanterss, lampa, aod candles answaring
their purposes as well as they did thelr anoes-
tore. An experiment iz now belug made at
the office of the Imperial Castoms, nnder the
guperintendence of Robert Harl, Inspector
Geperal of Maritime Castoms, who may cause
the lllnmination of China in more ways than
one, as from his ofioial position and pecaliar
relation lo the Chinese Qovernment he oan
exurcise a larger influence for the progress
and improvement of China than auy other
man in the empire.

THE POLICE—ERWERAGB—EUPILY OF WATER.

The police of the city of Pekin fa rigid
enongh, as it is & great oltadel and oity of
officiala. The night watohmnan goes aronnd
twisting a rattle or bealing two stivks bogether
all night, to wasn thieves that he is about, on
the principle that prevention is beiter than
ouré. The Chivess formerly made gigantie
improvements in canals, and the interior com-
munioation by water is wondarfal, bat they
have no pewarage in their cities, and no idea
of introducing water for the nse of the in-
habitante—perhaps they have no nze for it;
they drink, and pever wash thamselves. In
Pekin the water is drawn from walls, but is
very hard. The water in the canals and lakes
in the city ia ocovered with a green soum,
which detracts somewhat from the beanty of
the ecenery as well as the desire to use it.

WHAT I8 WANTED,

If some Baron Hanssmann wounld arise in
Pekin, and had a Napoleon to gustain him, it
might{ be made a delightinl capital. A rail-
road of 600 miles would reach the sea at the
mouth of the Peiho river. Agricultural re-
gsources and fruita are abandant. The pas-
tures of Mongolia farnish the finest menats, and
the wilda of Mantchnria afford abundant game.
The capital of the empire of 400,000,000 of
human beings without railroads, telegraphs,
gas-works, waler-works, newspapers, or any
other of the institntions whish we call evi-
dences of civilization! What can be expected
to come from it? If the city wera engulfed
by an earthquake to-morrow, it would be a
month before any other eapital wounld hear of
it, and then no exchanges would be disturbed
no ties gevered, no tears shed. It is a nleui
oity, and, until connected with the world by
steam and eleotricity, and bound to Christen-
dom by the ties of a common religion, it can
have no human brotherhood. P,

THE NEW HAMPSHIRE TRAGEDY,

An Awlial Story of Crime and Muarder.
Correspondence of the Boxton Journal,

Cransxont, N, H., Jan. 22.—Bince every
Earllcnlu connected with so siognlar and
orrid & murder as that which was perpe-
trated in this town on the evening of the 15th
instant is of interest to the publig, you will, I
am gnre, be glad of such faots connected with
the muiderer and the murdered man as can
be gathered. A great many rumors are afloat
aa to the doings and eayings of the parties at
different times, but I intend to give yon oanly
guch statements as are well authenticated.

James Woodell, father of Gieorge Woodell,
the murdered man, and grandfather of Wm,
N. Kepney, the murderer, is eighty-eight
years old, but is very well and active for a
man of his age. Ha is a very honest, upright
wman, though somewhat eccentric. lle came
to this conntry from Kogland, with his wife,
when quite yonnﬂ, and worked upon the farm
of the late Isasc Habbard, as his foreman, for
many yeare, his wife working on the farm
much of the snummer, and in the house of Mr,
Hubbard the rest of the time. By great in-
dustry and prodence he earned and saved
money enough to bny the farm on which he
now lives, The farm contains abont two hun-
dred acres, is four miles from the village, on
the western slope of what is kuown as Town
11ill, borders on Conmectiont river, ia nearly
two miles from any public road, and about a
mwile from any neighbor. .

Mr. Woodell had five children, two sons and
three daughters. The oldest son, Gieorgs, the
murdered man, was neither very intelligent
nor good tempered. He married and raised
up two daughters, and some ten or twelve
years sinoce bis wifs died, and three or four
years ago he married & widow with one boy,
now about eighteen years old, and came home
to live on the farm with his father. This boy
lived at home with his mother until about a
week before the murder, when, by reason of
fear of Kenney, who had threatened him, he
left and went 1o live with a relative at Leba-
pon. Kenpey married the third, and favorite
daughter of Woodell, who gave birth to Willism
N. Kenney, and died when he was bul a few
years old. He was the only child of h's favo-
rite daughter, and the old man took him
home, brought him up, and gave him a good
common gohool education, and, it is said, in-
tended to make him heir to a large share of
his property.

Kenney lived with his grandfather until
three or four years sgo, or about the time
whon (leorge came home, Last sumwmer he
spent in the lumber regions of Maive, and
came home the lest of Ootober. (reorge lived

{ in ap old house a few rods from his father’s.
A jealoney sprang np between George and |

Keuney about the final disposition of the old
man's property; they had frequently quar-
lled; Kevney had threstened the life of
eorge, and was of such a disposition that

of the family.

Mrs. Woodell, the mother' of George, and
grandmother of Kenney, has been supposed
to be insane for severs! years, slthough she
hag been at home all the while.

On the afternoen of the murder, about half-

Bhe said there was a plece of glass
in her head, and oalled npon Mrs, Byroea to
pull it out.

The old man Wooilall went immediately to
the honte and lound George npon the floor
breathivg his last. He then went to the housa
| of the mearest meighbor, about a mile, and

requested them to go for a doclor, saying that
| George and Kenney bad besn haviog a fight,

aud that George was badly hurt. Dr. Tolles

| reached the honee betwesn elght and nine
o'olook; found that George had been dead
gome time; dressed the wounds of Mrs, Wood-
¢ll, returned to the village aboni half-past
eleven, and notifled the Balestmen of what had
ocodrred, and they immediately rent men in
pursuit of Kenney, and went with others to
the horrible soens.

The next morning Albro Blodgett, avting as
coroner, summoned Williamn Clark, Otis F. K.
Walte, and William Jones as jurors, to appear

t at the house of the murdered man. There
they witnessed a soene which baggars desorip-
tion. George Woodell was npon the floor, faos
down., The floor was covered with blood for
fest around the body; his watoch and money
were in his pockets undlsturbed; the supper
table was npset, and'the food avd dishes were
covered with blood; near the body was an axe,
which, with the handls, was also covered with |
blood, and a pitohfork with the handle broken,
giving the idea that George had used it in de-
fending himself, The stove, a bed in the room,
the furniture and the walls, and the floor
aud the walls of a narrow entry, wera smeared
with bloed, showing conclusively that des-
perate struggle had taken place thare, which
was undoubtedly the cage, as (isorge was the
stronger of the two. The evidemce of Mra.
George Woodell, the old man Woodell, Mrs,
Byrues, and Dr, Tolles was taken, and the
jury returnéd a verdiot in accordance with
the facts.

On the night of the murder Kenney went,
a8 he says, without coat or hat, and without
money, near fourteen miles, to a barn not far
from Cold Pond, on the road from here to
Lempster, arriving there about 12 o'olock
and secreted himself in the barn, and remained
there until after dark on Thuraday night,
when he retnrned to his grandfather’s housa
abont 12 o'clook, as he went away, withont
cost or bat, and his olothes stiff with blood.
He walked directly into the house, and fonnd
thers the father of George’s wife, who did not
know him, Kenney begged to be allowed to
warm himself by the fire, The old gentleman
and the son of young Mra. Woodell were
called. Kenney was warmed, given some
sapper, and went to bed, when officers were
sent for, who arrested him.

While in the hands of the officers Kenney
gaid that he was not sorry for what he had
dope; that he intended to kill the whole
fnmi{iy, and came back for that purpose, but
found bimself very much exhansted, and
*that there were more people at the honse than
he expected to see.

Ag has been stated, Kenney was committed
to jail to await the session of the Supreme
Judicial Court at Newport next Tuesday. Le
will undoubtedly have his trial daring the
term. Mrs. Woodell is still alive, and may
recover, thongh it is more likely that when
inflammation seta in she will die, in spita of
medical skill. Hundreds of people visited the'
geene of the murder on Tuesday, and the*
excitement caused by it is far from being
allayed.
